necessary to keep

The president sent his message

deliver it In person. 
It urged farm 
relief with a farm board to help in 
disposing of the surplus problem; 
reiteiated the desire of the admin 
istration for increasing the nation's 
naval strength; gave his views on 
rivers

legislation, 
Boulder dam. Muscle Shoals, immi­ 
gration and a diversity of subjects. 
Like the president, the congress 
which received the message will go 
out of office within the next few 
months, and even as his message 
was read, consideration of a special 
session was on among party lead­ 
ers.

SANTIAGO. Chile. Dec. 4.—Per­ 
sons injured by last week’s earth­ 
quake which centered at Talca and 
Constitució n were being evacuated 
from the devastated region today 
and sent to Santiago. 
President 
Ibanez informed the authorities at 
Talca that SOO beds were at the dis­ 
position of the injured in the capi­ 
tal and 200 of the casualties were 
immediately sent towards Santiago. 
The known death toll today was 
set at 218 with the seriously injur­ 
ed at 257. It was stated that more 
than 2.000 had been slightly injured 
and that 20,000 persons were home­ 
less. 
The chamber of deputies and sen­ 
ate, meeting in a J oint session, urg­ 
ed the government to appropriate 
2,000,000 pesos (about $ 240,000) for 
immediate relief work. 
A further 
appropriation 
of 
3,000,000 
pesos 
(about $ 360.000) for reconstruction, 
was also urged. 
Bread lines were formed In the 
stricken region and the needy fed. 
The mayor of Talca, ordered that 
three barracks be constructed at 
once for the homeless and a tempor­ 
ary hospital erected. 
Doctors, nurses and troops were 
on the scene aiding the relief and 
distributing food, clothing and medi­ 
cine.

After the o rganizatio n o f an ad­ 
viso ry co uncil fo r a co mmo dity the 
federal bo ard wo uld be empo wered 
to certify a stabilizatio n co rpo ra­ 
tio n fo r that co mmo dity, to be o r­ 
ganized under the law o f any state.
